The following article is written by 
Robert Warren, Pulitzer Prize 
winner.

“We are a country of promises, 
true enough, but we constantly 
neglect that man is a very, very 
complex phenomenon. This belief in 
easy solutions has given us the 
power of optimism. . . but I also

biggest 
damn 
foolishness in history. 
“When the solutions don’t work 
we’re outraged, we become cynical, 
despairing, violent. No, there are no 
easy 
solutions, 
no 
automatic 
redemptions.” 
And an editorial writer in The 
Daily Oklahoma says our standards 
of living are going down because our 
standards of character and stand­ 
ards for working already have gone 
down. He adds that our standard of 
living is going down today because 
most people have everything they 
really need, all they want and some 
things they don’t want. 
“When 
over-educated 
bub- 
bleheads started teaching that 
thrift, self-reliance and morality 
were old-fashioned and should be 
abolished, we hit the skids. These 
same ‘intellectuals’ have derided 
religion, homes, family life, neigh­ 
borhoods, 
honest 
government, 
education and what they refer to as 
‘the puritan work ethic.’ 
“Our living standards are going 
down because of the widespread 
philosophy that the government 
ought to take care of every problem 
and everybody. This has led to a 
notorious deterioration in standards 
of 
working, 
which 
has 
cost 
businesses, industries and Dublin 
treasuries billions upon billions of 
dollars. This money is collected 
from consumers and taxpayers, and 
I the waste is the largest source of fuel 
I to keep fires of inflation blazing.”

Dear editor : 
Not that it really concerns 
me. I ve got no mass transit 
problems out here on this 
J Pinson grass farm, unless 
some hot shot real estate 
t 
eloper comes along and 
wants to sub-divide it, but as I 
u lerstand it mass transit is 
one of the biggest problems 
bit cities have, next to paying 
their bills. 
TTie trouble is cities were 
built on a per-person basis 
and not a per-car basis, and 
when everybody wants to 
bring his car downtown you 
an see it’s like trying to put 
orses in a coop built for 
chickens. 
t ne next problem is that 
> 
pie have 
spread out 
md the city, 
building 
ies — while still close 


together — further and 
further out, in what the ex­ 
perts call urban sprawl. As a 
result all these people choke 
the streets with their cars as 
they try to get to work every 
morning. 
So the experts are racking 
their brains to figure out a 
mass transit system that’ll 
haul people to and from work 
to save congestion, gasoline 
and gasoline fumes, without 
mortgaging city hall to do it, 
but they’re finding it’s like 
trying to halt an avalanche 
after it’s already half-way 
down the mountain. 
What they’re overlooking is 
that cities are built wrong. To 
haul people to work in one of 
them now you’d have to have 
a mass transit system built 
like a giant spider Webb, the 
Center downtown and the web 
strands extending out in all 
directions for m iles and 
miles. 
Cities ought to be re-built. 
Instead of urban sprawl they 
ought 
to 
have 
urban 
elongation. What you need is 


a city ten blocks wide and a 
hundred miles long. One set 
of railroad tracks would run 
down the middle. Put up a 
school every ten miles. End 
forever the quarrel over 
busing. You haven’t heard of 
anybody being for or against 
riding a train to school, have 
you? Also, put up all office 
buildings, factories, stores, 
shopping centers, X-rated 
movie houses, etc. on either 
side of the elongated city, and 
everybody rides to work, if he 
can walk the five clocks from 
his home to the railroad 
tracks. 
If a city ten blocks wide and 
IOO miles long won’t ac­ 
comodate all its people, move 
over a few feet and build 
another one parallel to it. 
If you run into the problem 
of New York running into 
Baltimore or Abilene running 
into Hamlin, that’s another 
problem but it won’t be any 
worse than inflation or the 
Mid-East.

AUSTIN—Atty. Gen. John 
Hill, viewed as a likely gub­ 
ernatorial candidate in 1978, 
emerged from the November 
6 general election as the top 
statewide Democratic vote- 
getter. 
While all the statewide in­ 
cumbent Democrats won land­ 
slide victories over Republi­ 
cans and minor party candi­ 
dates, Gov. Dolph Briscoe ran 
last on the ticket. 
But last was good for 62 
per cent of the total vote 
cast in the governor’s race 
(nearly a million) and an ap­ 
parent sweep of all but five 
counties by the governor. 
Hill was followed closely 
by Land Commisioner Bob 
Armstrong in the vote-get­ 
ting statistics. 
While the attorney general 
received more than 74 per 
cent of the votes over two 
opponents, 
Armstrong was 
less than a percentage point 
behind. 
All but two of the state­ 
wide Democratic contenders 
topped well over one million 
votes, and most had more 
than 70 per cent of their con­ 
test totals. 
Treasurer Jesse James ran 
down the list and just ahead 
of Briscoe, but he still man­ 
aged to finish with 64.7 per 
cent in his race. 
The turnout of just over 
1.6 million was, percentage­ 
wise, perhaps the worst in 
recent Texas history—about 
31 per cent. 
While there were only 1.4 
million votes in the 1966 gen­ 
eral election and 1.5 million 
in 1962, there were far fewer 
than the present 5.4 million 
registered voters then.

The Pied Pipers blasted 
their way to three first 
quarter touchdowns and then 
coasted to a 41-7 win over the 
hapless Stamford Bulldogs to 
take one more big step at 
Stamford Friday night on 
their way to the playoffs. 


Hamlin’s All-State running 
back, Johnny Jones, held 
scoreless the past three 
weeks, exploded for four 
touchdowns and rushed for 
211 yards in 19 carries.

The following article is written by 
Robert Warren, Pulitzer Prize 
winner. “I think the greatest curse 
of American society has been the 
idea of an easy millennialism—that 
some new drug, or the next election, 
or the latest in social engineering 
will solve everything. 
“We are a country of promises, 
true enough, but we constantly 
neglect that man is a very, very 
complex phenomenon. This belief in 
easy solutions has given us the 
power of optimism. . . but I also 
think 
it’s 
the 
biggest 
damn 
foolishness in history. 
“When the solutions don’t work 
we’re outraged, we become cynical, 
despairing, violent. No, there are no 
easy 
solutions, 
no 
automatic 
redemptions.” 
And an editorial writer in The 
Daily Oklahoma says our standards 
of living are going down because our 
standards of character and stand­ 
ards for working already have gone 
down. He adds that our standard of 
living is going down today because 
most people have everything they 
really need, all they want and some 
things they don’t want. 
“When 
over-educated 
bub- 
bleheads started teaching that 
thrift, self-reliance and morality 
were old-fashioned and should be 
abolished, we hit the skids. These 
same ‘intellectuals’ have derided 
religion, homes, family life, neigh­ 
borhoods, honest 
government, 
education and what they refer to as 
‘the puritan work ethic.’ 
“Our living standards are going 
down because of the widespread 
philosophy that the government 
ought to take care of every problem 
and everybody. This has led to a 
notorious deterioration in standards 
of 
working, 
which 
has 
cost 
businesses, industries and Dublin 
treasuries billions upon billions of 
dollars. This money is collected 
from consumers and taxpayers, and 
the waste is the largest source of fuel 
to keep fires of inflation blazing.”

AUSTIN—Atty. Gen. John 
Hill, viewed as a likely gub­ 
ernatorial candidate in 1978, 
emerged from the November 
5 general election as the top 
statewide Democratic vote- 
getter. 
While all the statewide in­ 
cumbent Democrats wron land­ 
slide victories over Republi­ 
cans and minor party candi­ 
dates, Gov. Dolph Briscoe ran 
last on the ticket. 
But last was good for 62 
per cent of the total vote 
cast in the governor’s race 
(nearly a million) and an ap­ 
parent sweep of all but five 
counties by the governor. 
Hill was followed closely 
by Land Commisioner Bob 
Armstrong in the vote-get­ 
ting statistics. 
While the attorney general 
received more than 74 per 
cent of the votes over two 
opponents, 
Arm strong 
was 
less than a percentage point 
behind. 
All but two of the state­ 
wide Democratic contenders 
topped well over one million 
votes, and most had more 
than 70 per cent of their con­ 
test totals. 
Treasurer Jesse Jam es ran 
down the list and just ahead 
of Briscoe, but he still man­ 
aged to finish with 64.7 per 
cent in his race. 
The turnout of just over 
1.6 million was, percentage­ 
wise, perhaps the worst in 
recent Texas history—about 
31 per cent. 
While there were only 1.4 
million votes in the 1966 gen­ 
eral election and 1.5 million 
in 1962, there were far fewer 
than the present 5.4 million 
registered voters then. 
GOP HOPEFUL — Republi­ 
cans, in spite of the drub­ 
bing they took in statewide 
elections, already are talking 
hopefully about rebuilding for 
the future. 
GOP Chairman Jack W ar­ 
ren of Tyler said the state 
party will be zeroing in on 
1976 legislative races and 
looking for a strong U.S. 
Senate candidate to challenge 
for 
Sen. 
Lloyd 
Bentsen’s 
seat. GOPs from Texas will 
also want to have a say in 
the next big presidential ef­ 
fort, W arren emphasized.

The Pied Pipers blasted 
their way to three first 
quarter touchdowns and then 
coasted to a 41-7 win over the 
hapless Stamford Bulldogs to 
take one more big step at 
Stamford Friday night on 
their way to the playoffs. 


Hamlin’s All-State running 
back, Johnny Jones, held 
scoreless the past three 
weeks, 
exploded for four 
touchdowns and rushed for 
211 yards in 19 carries. 
Halfback Daniel Willis picked 
up the other two touchdowns 
and picked up 108 yards in 13 
tries. Fullback Steve Evans 
joined Jones and Willis in 
going over the 
IOO yard 
mark with 143 yards in 24 
carries as the Pipers racked 
up 531 yards on the ground. 
Jones raised his season 
rushing total to 1,397 yards in 
167 carries for an average of 
8.4 yards per trip. He has 
scored 86 points in the nine 
games. The night’s work 
brought his career rushing 
total to 5,574 yards in 40 
gam es—over three miles. 
Since starting as a freshmen, 
Jones has carried the ball 636 
times for an average of 8.8 
yards per try and an average 
of 139 yards per game. He has 
scored 404 points in the 40 
games.

Jones carried for 
ll and five yards and then 
Russell May picked up six 
more. Willis took the option 
pitch and raced 23 yards to 
the Stamford 31 and then 
Jones took the pitch from 
Tracy Rowland and raced in 
for the score. Rowland kicked 
the point after. 
Stamford failed to gain a 
first and punted out to the 50. 
The Pipers drew a penalty 
back to the 39. but it just took 
Willis one play to pick the 
yardage back up as he 
carried for 22 yards and a 
first down at the Stamford 39.

Rosas intercepted a Rowland 
pass at the Stamford 17. 
The Bulldogs took to the 
air and picked up two first 
downs before Oscar Marshall 
intercepted a Bulldog pass at 
his own 38. 
The Pipers drove down to 
the Bulldog 17 on the running 
of Willis, Evans and Jones, 
but had to give up the ball 
when they ran out of downs. 
Earl picked up a first down 
for the Bulldogs at the 33, but 
Allen Young recovered a 
Bulldog fumble back on the 
Stamford 23. 
With just seconds left in the 
first half, Jones broke tackle 
after tackle to fight his way 
into the endzone for the fourth 
Piper score.
